In a hundred and probably not half 
a dozen members_ot -the senate or 
house could tell accurately, what parts 
of the United States currency are le-. 
gal tender. He went on to say: 


"A, great many people know that 


the definition of legal tender Is money 
of a character which by law a debtor 
may require his creditor to receive In 
payment In the absence of a special 
agreement 
But when It comes to 


stating Just what money Is legal te'n- 
der you will find the banker all at sea. 


"Go!d certificates ar« not a legal 


tender, but are receivable for custcncs, 
taxes and all ptblie debts. Silver cer- 
tificates are not legal tender. Neither 
are national bank notes. They are re- 
ceivable, however. In payment 
of 


taxes, excises, public lands and all 
other dues to the United State*, ex- 
cept duties on Imports. Trade dollars 
and fractional ccrreccy are not legal 
tender. Fractional currency Is ro- 
receivable for postage and revenue 
stamps and also In payment of any j 
dues to the United States less than 
five dollars, except duties on Imports. 
Foreign gold and silver coins are not 
legal tender.
